Militia to Be Rushed to Border— U. S. 
J Demands on W ay to Mexico— Car 


ranza Must Assume Responsibility 


For Carrizal Attack. 


W ashington, June 26.—Full respon 
sibilit> for the attack on the Amer­ 
ican troopers by Mexican forces at 
Carrizal has been assumed by the 
Carranzista government. 
Demand for the immediate release 
of American troopers captured in the 
engagem ent has been made by the 
American government with a further 
demand for an early statem ent from 
Carranza as to the course of action 
he has determined upon, and it is ex­ 
pected that this statem ent' be made 
through the usual diplomatic chan­ 
nels, and not though subordinate mili­ 
tary commanders. 
These are the outstanding features 
of 
communications 
exchanged 
be­ 
tween the two governments within 
the past twenty-four hours and made 
public by Secretary of State Lansing. 
Unofficial reports reached here that 
Pershing’s main force was engaged in 
battle with a Carranza army. 
At a 
late hour this could not be confirmed. 
It developed that Secretary Baker 
has sent out urgent orders to the de­ 
partm ental commanders to redouble 
their efforts to m uster in the national 
guard and to rush organizations to 
the border as rapidly as possible. 
The departm ent was informed that 
the militia of Kansas, Missouri and 
California were m uster in and re­ 
ceived its orders to entrain and start 
for the border. 
President 
Wilson 
had 
a 
lengthy 
conference with Chairman Stone of 
the senate committee on foreign rela­ 
tions, and 
Chairman 
Flood of the 
house committee on foreign affairs, 
at the W hite House. 
He gave the 
congress leaders a complete descrip­ 
tion of the Mexican crisis. 
President’s Policy Outlined. 
The salient points 
in 
the 
presi­ 
dent’s policy as it is understood, are; 
The United States will not discuss 
proposals for mediation of the diffi­ 
culties between the United States and 
Mexico so long as the relations be­ 
tween the two republics remain in 
their present status. 
The president 
considers affairs have 
reached 
the 
stage where the honor and dignity of 
the United States are widely involved 
and he is determined in advance of 
the formal submission of mediation 
roposals by the Latin-American dip­ 
lomats to insist upon an immediate 
settlement of the param ount issues 
between the two governments with­ 
out regard to the views of the repre­ 
sentatives of the pan-American coun­ 
tries. 
The president does not intend to go 
before congress until a declaration of 
war appears to be the next logical 
step for this government. 
The presi­ 
dent considers that he has acted en­ 
tirely writhin the limitations of his 
executive prerogatives in making the 
unconditional demand upon Carranza 
for the release of the seventeen Amer­ 
ican soldiers imprisoned at Chihua­ 
hua City. 
The president will 
ask authority 
of congress to call for an adequate 
number of volunteers as soon as dip­ 
lomatic means of keeping the peace 
with Mexic’o have 
been exhausted. 
Many officials believe th at this event­ 
uality will have to be faced before the 
week end and they have every reason 
to believe that the president is men­ 
tally prepared for it. 
The 
foremost 
disclosure 
of 
the 
president’s 
intention 
following 
the 
publication of his note sent to Mexico 
City is that relating to the mediation 
proposals which Latin-American dip­ 
lomats are expected to submit to the 
state department. 
Such proposals al­ 
ready have been laid before the Mex­ 
ican am bassador by some of the South 
American diplomats and the former 
has announced that his government is 
prepared to accept them in principle. 
The president is understood to be­ 
lieve that the United States has done 
enough to convince the southern re­ 
publics of the sincerity of its declara­ 
tion of altruism and friendliness for 
all of them, including Mexico. 
He is 
said to feel that the United States can 
no longer avoid the duty of holding 
the de facto government in Mexico to 
a strict accountability for its acts af­ 
fecting American citizens. 
Representatives of the Latin-Amer­ 
ican republics in Washington are con­ 
ferring constantly with a view* to pre­ 
paring a combined proposal for media­ 
tion as a means of preventing a break. 
The Mexican embassy has been un­ 
officially advised that General Car­ 
ranza has accepted “in principle” a 
tentative proposal to this end received 
by him from other Latin American 
republics. 
The United States is still 
to be approached formally on the sub 
ject.

Tx>ndon, June 26.—The occupation 
by the Russians of the whole of the 
Austrian crown land, Bukowina, rend­ 
ered inevitable by the capture of three 
vital 
railway 
intersections 
in 
tne 
northwest, central and south of the 
province, became actually complete 
with the fall of Kimpolung, in the 
hilly region of the southwest of the 
crown land, not officially announced, 
however, until now. 
With t<he city 
and railway station the victors cap­ 
tured sixty officers and 2,000 men, the 
largest number of prisoners taken by 
General Rrusiloff for some days. 
The entire northern frontier of Rou­ 
mania is lined with Russian troops. 
The Austro-Hungarian troops, whose 
positions in the Bukowina became un­ 
tenable with the fall of Czernowitz, 
under the screen of stubborn rear­ 
guard fighting, have gradually retreat­ 
ed westward and are now well in the 
thick of the Carpathian mountains, 
once more face to face with the Mus­ 
covite onslaught against 
the 
moun­ 
tain passes that form the doors tc 
Hungary. 
The 
Russian drive 
toward these 
passes has already been set under 
way with the Czernowitz-Kolemea and 
Czernowitz-Kuty lines as bases of op­ 
erations. 
W est of Sniatyn, on the 
former railway, 
the 
Russians took 
two 
small 
villages, 
Kilikhof 
and 
Touchkoff. 
The fighting on the east bank of 
the Meuse, where the Germans made 
marked advances in the Thiaumont 
farm sector, then losing part of the 
ground gained, while they occupied 
part of the village of Fleury, went on, 
but came to a halt so far as the in­ 
fantry was concerned. 
In the night fighting the French un­ 
dertook counter attacks which recov­ 
ered for them a few trench elements 
to the west of the Thiaumont field 
work, in the direction of Hill 321. 
They also made some progress in the 
task of driving the Germans out of 
the village of Fleury through hand 
grenade fighting. 
On the left bank of the Meuse the 
Germans attacked the French posi­ 
tions on the southern slopes of Le 
Morte Homme during the night, but 
broke under the French fire. 
The Italians were the aggressors 
during the night and in the activity 
on the Asiago plateau, although this 
activity was confined to raiding par­ 
ties, by advanced detachm ents which 
penetrated 
Austrian positions. 
En­ 
counters of this sort extended over 
the front from the Val di Canaglia 
northeast of Arsiero, northeast of the 
Mandrielle region, north 
of 
Monte 
Baldo. 
Paris reports agree th a t the vlo 
lence of the last three days’ fighting 
before Verdun has been unsurpassed 
throughout the operations, and that 
the intensity of the German onslaugnt 
suggested a final supreme effort as 
an alternative to abandoning the en­ 
terprise. 
The German losses are re 
ported to be horrible.

Unconfirmed Report of Clash South of 


Juarez— New s of Outrages Agarnst 


Americans Continue to Be Received 


at the Border. 


El Paso, June 2 6 — Rumors through­ 
out the day that American and Car­ 
ranza soldiers had again clashed in 
battle 
somewhere 
south of Juarez, 
failed of confirmation. General George 
Bell, Jr., commanding the American 
forces, had received no confirmation 
of any such fighting and Andres Gar­ 
cia. Mexican consul in El Paso, de­ 
clared positively th at there was no 
fighting. 
Orders came to F ort Bliss to pre­ 
pare 
for five 
thousand militiamen, 
and men w*ere put to work running 
water to the camp; the regim ents to 
come were not specified, but at Fort 
Bliss it is said that they are expecting 
the Missouri and Kansas volunteers 
among others. 
The C arrauzistas involved in the 
fight with th e Americans at Carrizal 
lost more th an fifty dead and wound­ 
ed, according to unprejudiced reports 
brought to El Paso by Mexican refu­ 
gees who arrived here on a train from 
Chihuahua City. 
Twenty-three dead 
Mexicans were 
buried near Carrizal immediately aft­ 
er the fight, several others were taken 
to Chihuahua, among them being the 
slain Mexican general, Felix Gomez, 
and two stock cars were loaded with 
wounded. 
Some of these died on the 
train and others have died since in 
the Chihuahua hospital. 
The official Mexican version places 
the Mexican losses at aliout fourteen. 
The arrivals from Chihuahua km w 
little 
regarding the 
details ot 
the 
Carrizal engagement, except that the 
fighting was done at extrem e close 
range, some of it being hand to hand, 
and that the negro troopers fought 
like demons until they run out ot am ­ 
munition and were entirely surround­ 
ed by the C arranzistas. 
This report 
of close range fighting strengthens 
the story th a t the Mexican losses 
were heavier than the official report 
indicated. 
Army men declare that it 
is inconceivable that the Mexicans 
lost no more than fourteen if two 
troops of United Stats cavalry fought 
a hand to hand engagem ent with 
them. 
The battlefield at Carrizal has been 
deserted by the C arranzistas on ac­ 
count of the stench from dead bodies 
of the Americans, none of whom have 
been buried, according to the informa­ 
tion obtained at that place. 
The vil­ 
lage of Carrizal was also deserted by 
its few inhabitants, who feared that 
the Americans will return and wreck 
vengeance upon them. 
Rail communication over the Mex­ 
ican Central, between Juarez and Chi­ 
huahua City will be discontinued. U n­ 
less the plans of the Mexican military 
authorities a re changed, the last train 
will leave Juarez today. 
This train 
will carry everything official out of 
Juarez and the town will be aban­ 
doned to its fate. 
Juarez is almost depopulated. 
It is 
declared there are not more than one 
hundred soldiers in the town and that 
everything eatable has been taken 
south. 
News of outrages against Ameri­ 
cans continue to be received at the 
border. 
William Robertson and Tom Sny­ 
der, American cattlemen, have been 
killed by Mexicans southeast of Naco- 
zari Sonore, according to m ilitary of­ 
ficials in Auga Prieta, opposite Doug­ 
las, Ariz. 
Officials at Arizpa have telegraphed 
General Elias Calles, confirming the 
death of A. R. Dickson, British sub­ 
ject, who was wounded in a fight with 
Mexican cowboys, in which Jim Parks, 
an American prospector, was killed. 
The latter fight also took place near 
Nacozari, a third participant Norton 
Rand, now being in prison a t Arizpe.

Plants Should Have Shallow Culture.

Red and b lack rasp b erries shou ld b e 
set six b y six , which will req u ire 1 ,2 1 0 
p lants p er acre. 
These p lants mu st 
hav e shallow cu ltu re, as their roots 
are all near the su rface. 
Many fine 
p lantations are almost ru ined b y deep 
cu ltu re. 
The crop is p rofitab le when 
p icked on time, and neatly marketed. 
A g rower can p ay for his land in a 
single season with a good crop of b er­ 
ries.
